Washington, July 17.—( United 
News.)—General Alvaro Obregon, 
president-elect of Mexico who was 
assassinated near the capital today, 
was looked upon in government cir- 
cles here as the principal hope for a 
continuation of a strong and stable 
government in the southern republic.

election to the presidency @ guarantee 
that the new friendship between the 
two governments which had sprung 
up as a direct result of the conversa- 
tions between Ambassador Morrow

The conversations, which led to the 
settlement of the decade-old petroleum 
law controversy and at last reports 
were paving the way to peaceful ad- 
justment of other major disputes, had 
been publicly endorsed by the presi- 


dent-elect. 
What effect Obregon’s death may 
have on this new-born friendship and 


on Mexico’s program to rehabilitate 
itself financially and economically, no 
one in official circles dared predict 
tonight. As one of the wealthiest 
men in Mexico and because of his 
keen interest in his governments fi- 
nancial program, being carried out 
under Calles, it was thought here that 
in his administration Obregon would 
devote himself almost: entirely to this 
problem. 

While no formal comment was 
forthcoming from the state depart- 
ment or other administration quar- 
ters, it was said unofficially that the 
assassination will probably lead to a 
tightening of the drive against revo- 
lutionary activities in Mexico. It was 
believed that not only would the 
Calles-Obregon faction rally to the 
defense of the government, but that 
many moderate or half-hearted sup- 
porters of the present regime likewise 


would respond, 
Government Supported. 

When the ill-fated Serrano-Gomez 
insurrection burst forth last October 
public opinion in Mexico was almost 
unanimous in supporting the govern- 
ment’s efforts to suppress the rebels. 
Should a@ revolutionary outbreak re- 
sult from the general unrest which 
may be expected to follow the as 
sassination, it is believed that Presi- 
dent Calles will take strong, even 
radical measures to put it down. In 
some quarters it was suggested that 
such stern measures might be taken 
in anticipation of an insurrection. 

In other quarters it was thought im- 
probable that Obregon’s passing would 
lead to another revolution, although it 
was conceded that the government now 
has only one “strong” man left— 
President Calles. 

The attitude which Louis Morones, 
minister of labor, commerce and edu- 
eation might take appeared to be a 
disturbing element in the situation. 
Morones has been the leader of the 
left or radical wing in the agrarian 
movement which brought Calles and 
Obregon into power.

“Any man who would strike down 
the eighteenth amendment,” he as- 
serted, “also would strike down sec- 
tion 3, article 6 of the constitution, 
pertaining to religious freedom.” 

Mr. Collins predicted that Smith 
would carry only the few counties 
which are nominally republican. It 
was his opinion that the majority of 
tLe voters in these counties were 
“wet” sympathizers. 

“I don’t know if there is still a Ku 
Klux Klan organization in Texas,” he 
said, “but if they are opposed to Al 
Smith I wish there were 10,000,000 of 
them in the state.”

sin, at Sea, July 17.—( United News.) 
The tragic details of the march of 
three survivors of the transpclar 
dirigible Italia across arctice ice, of 
weeks of hunger, cold and exhaus- 
tion, and the death of a_ selfless 
scientist, were revealed today for the 
first time by Captain Adalberto Ma- 
riano and Captain Filippo Zappi, who 
were rescued by the Krassin after 
their companion, Professor Finn 
Malmgren, Swedish physicist, had 
died on the barren wastes, 


Fort 30 days the men were on short 
rations; for 13 days they were with- 
out food. Mariano was snow blind 
and ready for death for four days. 
Zappi, weak and freezing, struck fu- 
tilely with an ax at polar bears and 
wild fowl, while the starving Mariano 
lay on the ice and watched the vain 
struggle for food, 


The story as told my Mariano and 
Zappi to me follows: 

When the three men—Mariano, 
Zappi and Malmgren—left General 
Nobile’s ice encampment May 30, 
they wore shoes of reindeer hide, were 
without sufficient clothing, and had 
no firearms. There was only one blan- 
ket in the group. They carried ropes, 
knives and an ax. But Malmgren’s re- 
volver, with which he had killed a 
bear near the Nobile refuge, was left 
behind.

In fact, Levine had to lift 
his craft quickly to prevent wrecking 
it on the take-off. 

Spectators reached the crumpled 
monoplane just in time to see Levine 
push his way out of the wreckage. 
He glanced around rather nervously 
and said: 

“Well, ha! ha! My take-off was 
rotten but— ha! ha!—my landing was 
worse !” 

Levine, who threw Croyden air- 
drome into a panic last year when 
he circled and wobbled to a landing 
there after flying his plane across the 
channel on one of his first attempts 
r piloting, reached the field about

CARRANZA’S BODY 
WILL START HOME 


United States To Pay Its 
Last Tribute Today and 
Famous Flier Leaves on 
Long Trip South. 


New York, July 17.—()—Hun- 
dreds of men and women paid tribute 
to Captain Emilio Carranza today, 
the last day before his body is started 
back to Mexico with full military 
pomp. 

The casket was closed today but all 
day long a steady stream of mourners 
passed slowly through the funeral 
church and crowds waited silently in 
the street for a chance to enter. 

Tomorrow afternoon brief services 
will be held for the gvod will flier 
who was killed in a crash at the out- 
set of a return flight to Mexico City.

Kansas City, Mo. July 17.— 

(United News.)—Obregon assassin- 
ated! And thus does the cycle of 
Mexican politics complete itself. 
Ironic retribution, some may say, 
as they read that again an assassin’s 
bullet has killed a Mexican president, 
this time Alvero Obregon the man who 
was to bring peace and order to 
Mexico for all time. To be literal, 
he was president-elect, having served 


one term. He had violated tradition 
and won another. ; 
Venustiano Carranza could have 
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told him it was dangerous to try 
again. 


Obregon came into power, back in 
1920, upon the assassination of Car- 
ranza. Eight years later he passes 
from the picture by the same route. 
His reign was longer than the man he 


ousted; his end, the same. 

This correspondent recalls the exit 
of Carranza. It was a revolution led 
by this same Obregon that started Car- 
ranza’s downfall. It was the harrass- 
ing of Obregon’s troops that led di- 
rectly to Carranza’s death. 

By May, 1920, the Sonora revolu- 
etion, as it was termed, had rolled 
down from the north with an amaz- 
ing progress that left no doubt as to 
the outcome. Astute and grizzled old 
fellow, with the beard of a Santa 
Claus, if not the genial mein, Car- 
ranza knew Obregon had doomed him 
politically. 

Obregon and Plutarco Elias Calles 
had done it. 

But Carranza still clung to life. 

With a hundred men or so, he who 
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an assassin. 

He was shot down as he sat at a 

banquet given him by his political sup- 
porters at the little town of San Angel 
near Mexico City at 2:20 o’clock this 
afternoon. Police said tonight that the 
assassination was only one of a series 
planned and by which a number of the 
leading statesmen of Mexico were to 
have been removed. 
_ The one-armed warrior-president, 
with six bullet wounds in his body, 
died in a few moments without speak- 
ing a word and in the greatest agony. 
His assassin; known as Juan Escapu- 
lario, was captured, almost torn apart 
by maddened friends of the slain gen- 
eral, and taken to jail where he has 
confessed his crime. 

Tonight though censorship of all 
press dispatches was ordered at 9:45 
o'clock many of those who were known 
to have been opposed to General Obre- 
gon had fled Mexico City before the 
fury of his friends and supporters, 
who were kept in bounds only by the 
stern vigilance of police and soldiers 
who patrolled the streets of the cap- 
ital and the roads of the surrounding 
country. Mexico City was in a fever 
of excitement, but there were no dis- 
orders. 

All troops were ordered into bar- 
racks tonight in readiness to preserve 
order if necessary. 

Saloons were closed, as well as oth- 
er places of amusement. 

General Roberto Cruz, chief of po- 
lice of Mexico City, was supplanted 
on orders from President Calles. The 
president named as Cruz’s successor 
General Antonio Rios Zertuche, who 
had been very close to Obregon. Ar- 
turo R. Orci, another Obregon -ad- 
herent, was named secretary-general 
of police headquarters. 

Evidence that the crime was pre- 
meditated was found in a paper dis- 
covered in the pocket of the slayer. 

It was addressed “to my family” and 
said:

between the United States and Mexico 
were on a more amicable basis than 
they have been for years and when 
hope was high for a continuance o 
these relations under the new presi- 
dent, the news was a great shock to 
the capital and expressions of sorrow 
came immediately from government 
<ircles. 

Ambassador Tellez was overcome 
when informed of the assassination by 
the Associated Press and at first re- 
fused to believe it. He then called 
Mexico City by telephone. 


- Kellogg Is Informed. 


Secretary Kellogg and other state 
department officials were told the news 
as they were preparing to leave their 
offices for the day. The secretary im- 
mediately put in a call for Ambassador 
Morrow, who gave the details to the 
department. 

ter the secretary sent the follow- 
ing telegram of sympathy to Genaro 
Estrada, Mexican foreign minister: 

“I was terribly shocked by the news 
of the dastardly attack on President- 
Elect Obregon. This government has 
learned of his death with profound sor- 
row and I beg your excellency to ac- 
cept the deep sympathy of the govern- 
ment of the United States.” 

Ambassador Tellez predicted an in- 
stant reaction in his country that 
would “unify all Mexico against the 
forces of reaction and revolution,” 


Second Great Tragedy. 


“It is a second great tragedy for 
Mexico,” he said, “but I believe and 
hope indignation against the assas- 
sin will unite all classes in Mexico in 
support of the administration so that 
it will be able utterly to wipe out all 
the forces of reaction. That is the nat- 
ural result to be expected in any 
country.” 

The ambassador declared a new 
election must be held to fill the va- 
cancy and a special session of con- 
gress called to fix the date of elec- 
tion. President Calles is constitu- 
tionally ineligible to succeed himself, 
he explained. 

Ambassador Morrow told Mr. Kel- 
logg that he had called upon President 
Calles and Foreign Minister Estrada 
and conveyed condolences both for him- 
self and the American government.

To Rule and Die by Violence 


New York, July 17.—()—With the 
assassination of President-elect Gen- 
eral Alvaro Obregon the last Mexican 
president to serve a whole term has 
passed away. 


Attorney Francisco Leon de la 
Barra, Pedro Lascurian, Francisco 
Carvajal and Adolfo de la Huerta, who 
have served as provisional presidents, 
still are alive, all living abroad, and 
the last in the United States. 


Madero Falls in Revolt. 


Since the late President Porfirio 
Diaz, who ruled Mexico for more than 
30 years, was driven from power in 
1911 by the Francisco I, Madero revo- 
lution, Mexico has had 12 presidents- 
elect and provisional presidents. None 
of them had served a full term ex- 
cept Obregon, who held office in 1920- 
1924. 

Francisco Leon de la Barra was in 
office only a few days after Porfirio 
Diaz was deposed of power through 
Madero’s political plan of San Luis 
Potosi, May 26, 1911. Madero was 
inaugurated on November 6 for the 
term ending November 30, 1915, but 
was assassinated on February 22, 
1913, during a local revolutionary 
movement in Mexico City, headed by 
General Felix Diaz, a nephew of the 
former president, and Victoriano 
Huerta. 


Huerta Reign Short. 


Victoriano Huerta made _ himself 
president after having arrested the 
members of congress and on October 
10, 1913, assumed complete control of 
the judicial and legislative powers. 
Huerta was overthrown by the plan 
de Guadalup, which started the Venus- 
tiano Carranza revolution late in 1913. 
Obregon was one of Carranza’s fore- 
most lieutenants, together with the 
late General Francisco Villa. Huerta 
resigned July 15, 1914, and Francisco 
Carvajal acted as provisional presi- 
dent for less than a month. On An- 


gust 21 Carranza entered with his 
troops into the capital. 


The Carranza regime ended with 
the Sonora revolt of 1920, in which 
the liberal constitutionalist party es- 
tablished Adolfo de la Huerta, gov- 
ernor of Sonora, as provisional presi- 
dent of Mexico. Carranza himself was 
driven from the capital and shot while 
he slept in a house in the hills of 
Vera Cruz. 

Death Narrows Field. 


His demise left the field clear for 
de la Huerta, Obregon and Calles. In 
1920 General Obregon was elected 
president of Mexico, both de la Huerta 
and Calles being given posts in his 
cabinet. The Adolfo de la Huerta re- 
volt of 1923-24. The de la Huertistas 
were defeated and their leader became 
an exile in the United States. 


Later in 1924 General Calles was 
elected to supersede Obregon, and for 
the first time in decades a Mexican 
president followed another into of- 
fice in peaceful sequence. 


Serrano, Gomez Die. 


The announcement of General Ob- 
regon for the presidency in 1927 to 


jumped in front of him and held off 
the men who thirsted for his blood.

General Obregon moaned and seemed 


to be in the greatest agony as he was 


carried to his automobile. Witnesses 
said he died before he reached it. In 
a few moments the body had been 
taken to his home, which, through the 
precaution of President Calles, was al- 
ready surrounded by a large force of 
soldiers and police. A huge crowd 
had gathered and it was with diffi- 
culty that even the closest friends of 
the slain general wormed their way 
through to the doorway. 


Calles Is Called. 


President Calles, who was in Mexico 
City at the moment of the tragedy, 
was advised immediately and hastened 
to San Angel. There he visited the 
restaurant where the shooting took 
place, then the jail where the slayer 
was held and, after giving orders for 
an immediate investigation, drove to 
the Obregon residence. 

The stern face of the president re- 
laxed as he gazed at the body of his 
dead associate, and’ he frankly wept. 
As he left*he gave a brief statement 
to newspapermen, in which he said: 

“IT have suffered such a shock that 
I am completely stunned. The death 
of General Obregon is of transcen-

OBREGON IS KILLED 
BY ARTIST-SLAYER

well.” It was signed simply “Juan.” 


Another slip of paper contained the 
names, “Romero, Topete, Robinson,” 
and it is assumed that these names 
were men also singled out for death. 
The Robinson name may have referred 
to Thomas Robinson, young American 
mining engineer, who recently married 
Ernestina Calles, daughter of Presi- 
dent Calles. There are a number of 
Romeros prominent in the Obregon 
ranks, and Ricardo Topete is leader of 
the Obregon forces in congress. 


Identity Concealed. 


The real identity of the assassin 
was not known, to the public at least, 
tonight. It is pointed out that the 
name “Escapulario” is one often given 
in contempt or derision. In this case 
it is not a family name at all. 


What the political consequences of 
the crime would be no one would ven- 
ture to predict. President Calles took 
charge of the situation within a few 
minutes after the slaying and it was 
generally believed that he would have 
strong control over any situation that 
might arise. 

The question of who will succeed 
Calles, now that General Obregon is 
dead, is undecided. In many quar- 
ters it is believed the president may, 
under the constitution, serve another 
full term. In others it is thought 
probable new elections will be called. 

The death of General Obregon re- 


moves the last of the three men who 


sought to succeed Calles in the presi- 
dency. General Francisco Serrano, 
former minister of war, and General 
Arnulfo Gomez, who opposed Obre- 
gon in the early stages of the cam- 
paign, were executed when, it was 
alleged, they were implicated in a plot 
of revolution. That left General Ob- 
regon unopposed and with Calles’ sup- 
p*rt, and in the elections held July 1 
he was elected unanimously to the 
presidency, 


General Obregon many times nar- 
rowly escaped assassination, once at 
the hands of a common soldier in the 
field and only last November when a 
bomb was thrown at his automobile. 
He escaped the last time with a few 
cuts on his face. Several times since 
the presidential campaign of 1928S 
opened his headquarters were bombed. 


Slain by Cartoonist. 


The shooting today came most un- 
expectedly. General Obregon was 
seated at the head of the banquet 
table with Ricardo Topete, Obregon 
leader in congress, at his right, and 
Aaron Saenz, governor of Nuevo 
Leon, at his left. While he chatted 
with his hosts a band played Mexi- 
can music and a cartoonist drew 
sketches of the notables,

It was sug- 
gested in some quarters that there be 
a double funeral, honoring at the same 
time General Obregon and Captain 
Emilio Carrama, who was killed in 
an effort to bring new glory to his 
country by a non-stop flight from 
New York to Mexico City. 

Tonight, however, this seemed im- 
probable. It was believed that a na- 
tional funeral would be held almost 
immediately and that the general 
would be buried in the little church- 
yard of his home in Sonora, 

It is known, however, that the body, 
dressed in full uniform and bearing a 
ribbon of the national colors, will lie

The purpose of the conference was 
not announced but there was consid- 
erable speculation as to whether it 
meant that extraordinary military pre- 
cautions were to be taken throughout 
the republic. 

At that hour presidential guards 
on horseback and mounted police were 
added to the previous police and in- 
fantry guards in the streets in the 
vicinity of the Obregon residence. The 
crowds were held back for a block in 
each direction, and only those with 
army passes were permitted to go 
through the lines. 

Just before he went into military 
conference, President Calles received 
a message from the National League 
of “Campesinos,” an organization of 
farmers, which had supported Obre- 
gon, petitioning him in effect to take 
charge of the situation himself. 

Piea to Calles. 

“In regretting exceedingly as we 
and you do General Obregon’s assassi- 
nation,’ the message said, “we see in 
you the supreme chief and insist upon 
you using all your energy to save the 
Mexican revolutionary movement 
which has been greatly harmed by this 
critical situation.” 

This was taken in effect as a re- 
quest that General Calles continue in 
the presidency. 

Newspapermen tonight were not 
permitted to see the assassin nor !o 
go near the jail in which he was held. 
Detective Alvaro Basail, who investi- 
gated the attempt to assassinate Gen- 
eral Obregon last year, declared that 
the man had been among previous 
plotters against the generai's life. 


Basail, who was arrested some 
months ago on a charge of blackmail- 
ing Catholics, was looking out from 
behind the bars of his cell as the 
slayer of General Obregon was 
brought in to jail. 

Face Is Recognized. 


“T recognize that face: I have his 
picture among my collection of plot- 
ters against Obregon,” Basail ex- 
claimed. 

Friends who were admitted to the 
Obregon residence tonight said that

OBREGON’S LIFE ONE 
OF REVOLUTIONS. 

General Alvaro Obregon, the only 
Mexican to be twice elected to the 
presidency by constitutional methods, 
was first elected in September, 1920, 
after the death of President Carranza 
and establishment of a _ provisional 
government, His military career 
gan when he was 28 years old. 
He had been ae student, ma- 
chinist, farmer and merchant in 
Nogales, Sonora, the town of his birth, 
where his family was well-known, and 
first took the field at the head of 400 
neighbors to protect their property 
from the looting of organized: bandits. 
He was medium sized, stockily built, a 
fine specimen of his Irish-Indian 
blood. It has been said of him that 
he was “the only Mexican revolution- 
ary general who never lost a battle.” 

His Character. 

The keynote to Obregon’s character 
he recently voiced in the following 
words: “I would rather teach the 
Mexican people the use of a toothbrush 
than to handle a rifle. I] would rather 
see them in schools than upon battle- 
fields. I prefer any day a good elec 
trician, machinist, carpenter or farm- 
er to a soldier.” His attitude toward 
foreign investors was shown at the 
same time by his declaration that “a 
country without capital is like a body 
without blood.” He opposed Carran- 
za’s foreign policy and his antagonism 
toward the United States. 

Obregon, in 1911, quelled the revo- 
lution of Pascual Orosco in Chihua- 
hua. Later, when President Madero 
had been slain and Huerta assumed 
the presidency, Obregon, who had re- 
tired minus an arm to his farm, again 
became a military leader. In 1914 
he defeated Villa at Celaya and Trin- 
idad after 33 days of fighting. It 
was as parties to the Plan of Guade- 
loupe, by which tke rebels against 
Huerta’s dictatorship took the name 
of constitutionalists, that Obregon 
and Carranza first met. When Car- 
ranza became president he appointed 
Obregon his minister of war. At the 
inauguration the general rode beside 
Carranza in the procession in Mexico 


City. 
Minister of War. 

As minister of war, in 1916, Obregon 
went to the border and negotiated 
with Major Generals Hugh L. Scott 
and Frederick Funston for the with- 
drawal of the American troops sent 
into Mexico shortly after the raid: of 
Columbus, N. M. Some time later, 
upon visiting Washington, he was 
the guest of President Wilson. 

The break between Carranga and 
Obregon came about two years later, 
Obregon meanwhile having resigned 
his post. On June 1, 1919, having 
returned to Mexico from a visit to the 
United States, he announced his can- 
didaey for the presidency, saying: 

“TIT am, and will be, a faithful friend 
to those who with blood and brawn 
answered the call of the country 
against Huerta who murdered Madero. 
But I will be the enemy of those who 
pretend that their service must be 
paid for with the same liberties which 
Huerta usurped and which we swore 
to return to the country.” 

Carranza Angered. 

Obregon’s pronunciamento, issued 
from his farm in Sonora, angered 
Carranza. He immediately demoted 
him from his title of general of a 
division to a lieutenant colonelcy. The 
general had many. supporters in the 
Mexican congress, however, and to 
some of them he owed his escape early 
in 1920 from a trap set for him. 

Obregon went to Cuerneyaca, where 
he announced himself in sympathy 
with the secession of Sonora which, 
on April 11, had been declared by its 
governor, Adolfo de la Huerta, be- 
cause of a threatened invasion by Car- 
ranza troops. Other states followed 
the example of Sonora and revolted 
against Carranza. Early in May Car- 
ranza fled from Mexico City and Gov- 
ernor de la Huerta, accompanied by 
Obregon* and General Pablo Gonzales, 
entered the capital. Governor de la 
Huerta was chosen by the anti-Car- 
ranza leaders as the pre-provisional 
president of Mexico, pending an elec- 
tion. 


Friendly to United States. 

General Obregon, while declaring he 
would take the field against any foe 
in case of intervention, for years had 
expressed himself as friendly to the 
American government. In a message 
to the American people in 1919 he 
disclaimed hostility to America and 
pleaded for a better understanding be- 
tween the people of the two countries. 
He challenged the justice of the 
United States senate investigation of 
Mexican affairs. 

General Obregon was twice mar- 
ried. His first wife, whom he mar- 
ried when he was 23, died in 19038, 
after two children had been born to 
them, a son, Humberto, and a daugh- 
ter, Refugio. When he left the army 
he married again, his second wife being 
the daughter of Don Francisco Paia, 
of Sonora. 


Many Presidents. 


_Presidents of Mexico during the past 
15 years have flitted across the po- 
litical horizon in kaleidoscopic fash- 
ion, 12 men having occupied the na- 
tion’s highest office during the period. 
Several ruled for years and one for 
45 minutes only. 

General Porfirio Diaz, the “grand 
old man of Mexico,” ended his 30 
years of almost continuous rule in 
May, 1911, when revolution  over- 
threw him. Francisco Leon de la 
Barra succeeded to the power and was 
president for seven months, being fol- 
lowed by Francisco I. Madero, the 
hero of the revolution against Diaz. 
Madero was president until February, 
1913, when the Huerta uprising un- 
seated him and eventually cost him 
his life. Pedro Lascurain, a Mexico 
City lawyer, then took up reins of 
government, being inaugurated at 7:01 
p. m. on February 19, 1913, and con- 
tinuing in power until 7:45 p. m. of 
the same day—a 45-minute tenure. 

Regime of Huerta. 


Then came the Huerta regime, the 


“Iron Man,” remaining in power until; 


July, 1914, when revolution again 
swept the republic and General Huerta 
fled. Francisco Carbajal was presi- 
dent for a month and then followed 
a period of disturbances, various rebel 
bands alternately holding Mexico City 
but with no apparent head of the gov- 
ernment. It was during this period 
that General Obregon, chief of staff 
for First Chief Carranza, occupied the 
capital. Then followed brief administra- 
tions of Eulalio Gutierrez, Roque Gon- 
zales Garza and Francisco Shazaro, 
all characterized by revolutions. 

In August, 1914, Venustiano Car- 
ranzo assumed the executive power as 
the first chief of the revolution but 
he was not formally declared con- 
stitutional president until March, 

17. The revolution of May, 1920. 
drove him from Mexico City and 
caused the selection on June 1, 1920, 
or Adolfo de la Huerta as provisional 

resident. He served until General

Negotiations were carried on 
pant. the United States insist- 
ng upon a treaty and Obregon refus- 
ing to consider condition recognition 
or any terms which appeared to reflect 
upon Mexico's equality. 


Underlying Dispute. 

One of the underlying disputes be- 
residen- 
tial proclamation in May, 1921, set- 
ting a tax of 25 per cent on oil ex- 
ported from Mexico. Producers, in- 
cluding many Americans, protested 
strongly, and production fell off. 

In September, 1923, diplomatic re- 
lations were resumed, however, and 
during the next year Obregon found 
practical value in the friendship of 
the Washington administration. 

Calles resigned from the cabinet to 
run for president, and relations be- 
tween him and Obregon were reported 
as strained. Soon afterward Obregon 
charged Huerta with participating in 
huge graft, and the finance minister 
led a revolt which was put down only 
after Obregon had gone into the field 
himself, and after the United States 
had permitted sale of war materials 
by Americans to Obregon. 

Obregon Visits U. S. 


Calles was elected and took office 
November 30, 1924, and Obregon 
went to California on an extende! 
visit, A year later a movement was 
under way for his ~eelection, al- 
though the Mexican constitution did 
not permit this. In June, 1926, after 
much indecision and one announce- 
ment that he was favorable to the 
eandidacy of General Francisco Ser- 
rano, Obregon announced his candi- 
dacy on a platform of support of 
Calles’ policies. 

Congress passed and Calles signed 
a constitutional amendment legaliz- 
ing Obregon’s reelection and making 
the term ef office six years instead 
of four. 

General Serrano and General Go- 
mez, also a candidate, formed an anti- 
reelection party and revolted against 
the UObregon-Calles party. The revolt 
was subdued, and Generals Serrano 
and Gomez, with many of their follow- 
ers, were executed. Obregon, alone in 
the field, was elected July 1 in the 
formality of an election, and a con- 
gress favorable to him was chosen in 
both houses. 

Religious Question. 

If Obregon had lived to take office 
on December 1 he would have in- 
herited from the Calles administra- 
tion a religious question and an ol 
question dating to before his acces- 
sion to office in 192). 

Hopes of the Catholic church that 
the religious question might be set- 
tled through a supreme court deci- 
sion restoring church properties were 
dashed when Obregon dismissed the 
papal delegate, Monsignor Ernesto 
Filippi, after charging him with vio 
lation of the constitution prohibition 
against outdoor religious ceremonies. 
The dispute, running its course, be- 
came even more serious under Calles 
and has not yet been settled. _ 

While Calles had been conciliatory 
in his attitude toward the United 
States on the oil question, it was not 
yet settled beyond possibility of re 
vival of misunderstanding. 

In his last interview with newspa- 
permen Obregon promised reforms 
and progress, but reiterated his sup- 
port of Calles’ religious and oil 
policies. He contemplated a visit to 
the United States before taking office. 


“MOST HATED MAN,” 
HUERTA COMMENTS. 

Los Angeles, July 17.— (United 
News.)—A bitter statement concern- 
ing the death of General Alvaro Obre- 
gon was issued late today by Adolfo 
De La: Huerta, former provision | 
president of Mexico and enemy of 
Obregon. 

“TI lament the passing of Obregon, 
because I would have liked to have 
him live long enough to pay for his 
many sins,” De La Huerta said. 

He described the general as the 
“most hated person ever imposed on 
the people of Mexico.” 


OBREGON’S WIDOW 
SUFFERS COLLAPSE.

had commanded a few days previous- 
ly an army of thousands, and a prof- 
itable dictatorship, fled one night 
from his palace at Mexico City. The 
“revolutionists’’ were drawing close 
upon the capital. Carranza entrained 
toward Vera Cruz. That was early 
in May. Supposedly, he hoped to 
catch a ship for some country where 
presidents’ lives are respected. But 
it didn’t matter. He got no further 
than the state of Puebla. He and 
his band were routed by the insur- 
gents in a battle at Rinconada and 
Carranza and the handful that sur- 
vived, including part of his cabinet, 
struggled on afoot, tattered, penni- 
less and hungry, still hoping to get 
away. 


Couldn’t Beat Fate. 


Carranza knew the fate that prob- 
ably awaited him. He couldn't beat 
it 


During the night of May 21 four 
or five bullets were shot into his 
body. He was near an Indian village 
in Puebla. There were different 
stories of his.end. Suicide, death in 
battle or plain assassination? The 
version most generally accepted, after 
investigation, was that Carranza had 
been housed alone in a wooden hut, 
and the hut attacked during the night 
while the fugitive president slept. 

The assassination was blamed on 
Col. Rudolph Herrera, who was com- 
manding a small force acting osten- 
sibly as Carranza’s bodyguard, but 
who transferrec his allegiance to the 
Obregonistas. 

A few dirty soldier’ brought Car- 
ranza back to the capital he once 
ruled his hysterical daughters shriek- 
ed . “asesinos” (assassins) as they 
brought him home, they buried him 
simply enough while one or two wom- 
en died, and Mexico was ready for 
aA new regime—the regime of Alvaro 
Obregon. 

Power Is Delayed. 


Obregon didn’t assume power im- 
mediately. Adolf De La Huerta was 
installed as provisional president, 
with a distinct understanding that 
Obregon was to become the real pres- 
ident after the mechanics of an elec- 
tion. He did. Then he attempted what 
no Mexican president had achieved 
before—a comeback for a second 
term. He lost, just as Carranza, the 
man he overturned, had lost. 

Now what will happen, folks will 
ask, and down in Mexico they will 
shrug their shoulders and _ inquire 
“quien sabe?’’ But one thing they do 
know—presidents of Mexico wear 
their crowns precariously. 


ENFORCEMENT AGENTS

Conway, Ark., July 17.—)—Elec- 
tion of Governor Alfred E. Smith as 
president would neither impair the 
public school system nor result in 
priest rule, Senator Joseph T. Robin- 
son, the democratic vice presidential 
nominee, said in an address to stu- 
dents and others at state teachers’ 
college here tonight. 

“The effort is being made by some 

agencies allied with the opposition to 
the national democratic ticket to con- 
vince the public that the election of 
Governor Smith will endanger our 
public school system and impose a 
rule of priests on the government in 
subversion of true Americanism,” 
Senator Robinson declared. 
_ “Neither the impairment of the pub- 
lie school system nor priest rule will 
result from the election of the demo- 
cratie ticket. 

“It has been claimed by some who 
should know better that since CGov- 
ernor Smith is a member of the Cath- 
olie church his elevation to the presi- 
dency will be a blow to the publie 
ay of ~ ey and will result 
in the control of the governme 
the Catholic church. . = 

“The federal government under our 
constitution has no control over the 
public schools and cannot interfere 
with them. Moreover, during his 
three terms as governor the demo- 
cratic nominee for president had done 
more to advance and strengthen the 
publie schools of New York than anv 
other governor the state has ever had.” 

Senator Robinson reviewed Gov- 
ernor Smith’s record to show he had 
always been a friend of the public 
school and also cited the fact his 
cabinet is composed of 12 Protestants. 
two Catholics and one Jew as proof 
that the presidential nominee “has 
never been a Catholie governor.” . 

“The fear is not justified that he 
would reverse his record and seek to 
give undue prominence and power to 
members of his own church should he 
be elected president,” he said. 

“You can examine his record from 
beginning to end and never learn from 
it to what church he belongs. His 
declaration of principles concerning 
the relation of church and govern- 
ment is sound Americanism, acceptable 
to every man who believes in the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

“The record of his administration 
as governor establishes the fact that

paign for public office.”

Clean, neat houses fill the Grand 
place ‘again.

For instance, suppose you, knowing

two minutes. You can hold your 
breath that long, with a little prepara- 
ration; your fit frieud can’t. He 
doesn’t know how. So you will come 
through unscathed and your friend 
will be gassed. Or for a more perti- 
nent example, suppose you and your 
friends are guests at a little party, 
where sundry delicacies are served, in- 
cluding some olives or say some home 
canned peas, The food looks or 
smells “queer” when the can is opened 
but it seems to taste all right. Your 
friend enjoys his share, but you man- 
age to avoid eating any. A few days 
later your friend succumbs to botulism 
iwhile you remain eligible for many 
more parties. Or you go “hunting 
with your friend in Carolina; he runs 
about barefoot, gets ground itch and 
later hookworm anemia; you’ keep 
your-boots on and come home much 
improved by your outing; maybe you 
shoot a rabbit or two; your are very 
careful in dressing the game, but your 
friend considers that silly, scratches 
his finger and becomes infected with 
tularemia, his funeral being the first 
inkling his family has had of such a 
disease. 

In an outline such as this only a 
few hints of the manifold dangers, the 
invisible dangers in the environment 
can be given. These dangers, how- 
ever, dwindle in significance as one 
comes to know about them. “It is the 
unknown, the hidden, the mysterious 
that we fear. Who is less afraid of 
leprosy than the doctor who knows all 
about it? 

Disraeli said the health of the peo- 
ple is the first consideration of the 
state.

No moon- 
ing after eternal life, no bickering over 
forms and rites, no speculating about 
deities. Imagine a world without 
sickness; that would be a_happi- 
ness enough for any sane imagination.

Control of State Finances 
- Through Legislature Is Only 
| Satisfactory Method---Slate 


Editor's Note—Sam J. Slate, state 
auditor, Tuesday delivered his sec- 
ond review of organization and func- 
tion of the various departments of 
the state goeaneet of Georgia be- 
fore the Institute of Public Affairs 
at the University of Georgia. His 
review is carried, in full, below. 


Athens, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)— 
Legislative control over all of the rev- 
enues of the state of Georgia is the 
only satisfactory method of collection 
and disbursement of the state's fi- 
nances, Sam J. Slate, state auditor, 
told the Institute of Public Affairs at 
the University of Georgia. 

“The legislature of this state,” Mr. 
Slate asserted, “must assume control 
of the state’s money. All expenditures 
of money must have legislative sanc- 
tion. This responsibility can not 
really be evaded and the so-called self- 
supporting functions of government 
must cease because these functions, as 
all other functions of government, are 
supported by a levy of a tax upon the 
people.” 

Recommending an intelligent bud- 
get from carefully computed statis- 
tics; absolute legislative control over 
finance, and a modern system of tax- 
ation, the auditor detailed the work- 
ings of the collection and disburse- 


ment of revenues under the present 
plan and how, in his opinion, the sys 
tem should be handled. 


Text of Review. 


Mr. Slate's review follows, in full: 

“We spoke yesterday about a sur- 
vey made by the legislative commis- 
sion with a corps of experts to ad- 
vise and assist them. ‘The first thing 
that will confront this commission is 
to prepare a financial balance by 
which the expanding demands of the 
commonwealth for highways, educa- 
tion, health and other functions of 
government can be met. A balanced 
budget means that income meets ex- 
pense. It is just as necessary to pre- 
pare for income as it is for expend- 
ing. It will be the duty of this com- 
mission to carefully investigate Geor- 


| gia’s sources of income, to estimate 


| 


mito 


the savings that will be effected by 
reorganization of state government 
and to rearrange a plan by which the 
state’s activities can be financed. This 
will call for careful thoughtful delib- 
eration. It will be necessary for this 
commission to go carefully into every 
function of government to. estimate if 
this activity of the state is worth the 
money to the people of the state. 

“I have indicated before and I wil! 
reiterate that she legislature of this 
state must assume control of _ the 
state's money. All expenditures of 
money must have legislative sanction. 
This responsibility can not really he 
evaded and the so-called self-support- 
ing functions of government must 
cease because these functions as all 
other functions of government are 
supported by a levy of a tax upon the 
people. 

Method of Collection. 

“In addition to the plan by. which 
the state’s activities can be financed, 
this commission must set up the ma- 
chinery by which the state will col- 
lect its revenue. Our present ma- 
chinery for collection of taxes is 
worn, obsolete, antiquated and inef- 
ficient. Personally, not being in 
favor of an ad valorem tax, I do not 
believe that one dollar of the state's 
tax money should be collected through 
any officer except those of the state. 
The federal government makes no at- 
tempt to collect revenue except 
through federal officials. either should 
the state make any attempt to collect 
any revenue except through the state 
agents and should abandon the pres- 
ent system of collection of revenue. 

“The financial administration of 
any state government is largely de- 
pendent for its success upon an ade- 
quate accounting system with an of- 
ficer in charge who has the authority 
to function as the controlling fman- 
cial executive. The accounting sys- 
tem should be such as to enable this 
executive to exercise current auditing 
control over the financial transac- 
tions of the various departments and 
institutions and to prepare prompt 
and informative statements of the 
state’s finances for the governor and 
the legislature. 

“Viewed in this way, the account- 
ing system of the state becomes much 
more than merely a system of book- 
keeping but the accounting practiced 
throughout the state’s departments 
and institutions is not adequate as 
machinery for effective control aud 
until accounting control is centralized 
in one officer, it will be difficult ‘to 
gather comparable information. For 
this reason, an effort should be made 
by which the transactions of this state 
can be preaudited before payment. As 
stated before, departments largely 
draw their money in monthly allot- 
ments from the state treasury and use 
this money and while they are audited 
after the expenses are incurred, it will 
he very much better and safer for 
transactions of the state for a pre- 

dit to exist. 
wpe ea dn preauditing of the ac- 
counts will be almost useless in Geor- 
ria until some system of purehase 
control is put into effect and a gen- 
eral purchasing officer to purchase 
for the institutions and departments 
is put into control. No budget sys- 
tem can work effectively until an ac 
éounting system gives them the abil- 
ity to consider intelligently the sub- 
ject of surplus or deficit; income or 
appropriation depends upon the in- 
formation produced by auditing de- 
partments and the clarity and ac- 
euracy. with which it 1s presented. 

Control of Budget. 

“If the legislature enacts a budget 
law. as it is hoped they will and 
makes its appropriations in a budget- 
ary form and if it is to be a budget 
appropriation, it is obvious that the 
government must be provided with 
the machinery with which to carry 
out the budget plans. This is ef- 
fected in part by an auditing control 
procedure or by a control finance of- 
ficer responsible to the governor. He 
is made answerable that appropria- 
tions are not exceeded. Such state- 
ments as we have had from imstitu- 
tions relative to same are inadequate 
and do not contain information. — 

“The general purpose of an audit- 
ing control procedure is to forestall 
any illegal or irregular expenditures 
before the cash is disbursed and to 
account promptly for the collection 
and deposit of eash receipts. The 
procedure amounts to what may be 
termed a preaudit, as distinct from a 
or periodic audit which is made 
at the end of a period after the transe 
actions have been completed. In order 
to explain the scope of proper audit- 
ing control procedure, some of the 
facts which should be satisfactorily 
evidenced to the controller are brief- 
ly listed below : 

“Before a disbursement warrant on 
the treasury is issued, he should have 
sufficient evidence that the expendi- 
tures covered by the warrant does not 
represent a claim which has already 
been paid; that it does not involve an 
over-expenditure of the appropriation 
or fund balance or create an over- 
draft on the eash belonging to the 
fund from which the expenditure 1s 
be made: that the expenditure is 
charged against the correct a - 

| 5 
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tion and fund; that the quantity and 
quality of commodities were received 
as represented in the claim and the 
prices charged are in accordance with 
the purchase agreement, and that the 
payrolls and expense accounts were 
not “padded” in any way. With re- 
spect to cash receipts he should have 
sufficient evidence as the transactions 
occur that amounts owing to the state 
are promptly collected and deposited 
to its eredit in accordance with the 
terms of law. This would enable the 
budget officer to see that the terms 
of the budget law were being carried 
out and as such would keep depart- 
ments and institutions within the 
limits set by the appropriation act. 


“Responsible Government.” 


_ “Appropriations should not be made 
in lump sums but should be set forth 
specifically both for departments and 
institutions so that the legislature 
may be thoroughly advised as to how 
much the appropriation is for salaries 
and personal services and how much 
for supplies and for othér items of 
expense, 


_ “When we set up such a procedure 
in Georgia we have gone a iong way 
toward establishing what we term ‘re- 
sponsible government.’ 

“And we have prevented depart- 
ments from being used for autocratic 
control and have restored the govern- 
ment to the control of the legislature 
and of the chief executive. We also 
will be able to ascertain the unit cost 
at the different institutions and some 
departments like the highway depart- 
ment. In various other departments 
of state government, unit cost can 
hever be estimated as the work large- 
ly consists of services and cost ac- 
counting will not apply. Two years 
of such a plan will enable us to make 
a budget that will be intelligent, that 
if passed would protect appropria- 
tions, would save money at the in- 
stitutions, would reward efficiency, 
discourage extravagance and would 
enable clear, lucid statements to be 
made to the taxpayer as to what he 
receives from his tax dollar. 

“It would be absolutely necessary 
for the legislative commission to con- 
sider the question of taxation. | 
really think that they will see, when 
they consider the tax laws in Geor- 
gia, that no taxation for personal 
property should be levied. With the 
ceaseless effort being made to make 
the State undertake certain functions, 
this commission should carefully con- 
sider whether the purpose of any 
function of state government is being 
used as a personal one. To lay with one 
hand the claim of the government on 
the property of the citizen and with 
the other to bestow to individuals, to 
aid private enterprises and toe build up 
private fortunes is no more than rob- 
bery even though it is done under the 
forms of law and is called taxation. 
This is not legislative but it is a 
decree under legislative forms. 

Ad Valorem a Failure. 

‘I state this now because I do not 
favor the levy of any taxes beyond 
which will serve the state in an eco- 
nomical manner and will enable us 
to care in full and proper manner 
for the expanding needs of Georgia. 
I think that we can suy that the ad 
valorem system of taxation has fallen 
down completely in Georgia and is 
now a failure. 

“Before I discuss taxation in any 
way I would like to lay down some 
principles which I believe the com- 
mission will have to follow. First. 
that there should be complete segre- 
gation of property for the purpose of 
taxation. In other words, I believe 
the state should abandon the person- 
al tax for state revenues; that coun- 
ties and cities shoula not be allowed 
to levy upon insurance companies and 
various other forms of occupations, 
taxes which are controlled by the 
State. Ad valorem tax has been de- 
clining in Georgia for several] years. 
Last year our ad valorem taxes upon 
the digest, exclusive of public utilities, 
amounted to $5,348,822. Of this $5.- 
348,822 assessed, value of lands 
amounted to $297,702,029, producing 
a tax of $1,488,510. In other words, 
the farm lands of Georgia put less 
than a million and one-half dollars 
into the state treasury of the $24,- 
000,000 we collected. City property 
was assessed at $448.985.484. with 
taxes of $2,244,927. Our 300.000 an- 
tomobiles were assessed at $27.508.- 
748, or less than $100 apiece, and our 
merchandise was assessed at $61.- 
067,816 or, in other words, the mer- 
chants put into the state treasury the 
sum of $305,339, and accounts and 
cash were assessed at $45,811,558 and 
with the deposits in state banks of 
the following as at December 31, 1926: 


Demand deposits ..$109,203,173.50 
Time certificates... 25,.862.717.58 
Savings deposits 43,420,521.04 


“These figures only included state 
banks. Figures for national banks 
were not available but they are larger 
than these, excluding checking  ac- 
counts. Nearly $150,000,000 were in 
our banks, state and national, at this 
period in cash and this does not in- 
clude notes and accounts. 

Other Tax Sources Needed. 

“I believe that we must inevitably 
look for some other means of taxa- 
tion that the personal property tax. 
The state has its occupational taxes, 
its insurances premium taxes, its 
gasoline and motor vehicle license 
tax, its cigar and cigarette tax and 
these forms of taxation will have to 
be supplemented by such forms of 
taxation as purchase or sales tax: a 
tax upon gross income or public serv- 
ice corporations and other forms of 
occupations and such other taxes as 
may he necessary to raise the addi- 
tional revenue. Georgia has grown 
in industry and it is imevitable that 
taxes, which in 1877 were based upon 
agriculture or in the form of personal 
property tax, should now be trans- 
ferred to the wealthy class of our 
citizens, 

“The burden of taxation in the 
state is not In state taxes but in the 
county and municipal taxes. State 
tax burdens are very light if com- 
pared with many states but we have 
multiplide our political subdivisions 
until in some instances local tax re- 
turn are very high. In the event the 
personal property tax is returned to 
the counties, some provisions should 
be made limiting the levy so that the 
tax-payer will receive some benefit. 
In many states, notably in Virginia 
and North Carolina, counties arid 
cities have availed themselves of the 
fact that the state has relinquished 
personal property’ from taxation and 
have advanced local rates. so as to 
prevent any savings to the tax-payer. 

“I do not mean to go into any dis- 
cussion as to the merits or demerits 
of any form of taxation. I wish to 
present to you my honest conclusion 
that the personal property tax will 
have to be abandoned for state reve- 
nue and I think that this commission 
ought to go ifito the question of a fi- 
nancial reorganization of machinery 
of state government and should care- 
fully consider the question of taxa- 
tion along with its plan of finances 
and its budget contrel by the: execu- 
tive and the investing in the legisla- 
ture of supreme control over the 
state’s money. ; 

“I know that this has been more 
or less a dry discussién to many of 
you but in order for you to thor- 
oughly understand what we will at-

“The churchman and the civilian 
alike must act from the standpoint of 
citizenship and patriotism.” 

He asserted that “the policy of Gov- 
ernor Smith and his chairman (John J. 
Raskolb) darken the land as though a 
plague of Asiatic cholera or a scourge 
of yellow fever were sweeping the 
population.” 

Bishop DuBose then drew attention 
to the church having created its board 
of temperance and public service “to 
formulate the principles of temperance 
and Christian social service, carry on 
a comprehensive plan of education for 
the church in these neces: point 
out the practical application of these 
principles to particular social prob- 
lems and conditions to create 
and cultivate interest in the whole 
church in temperance and social serv- 
ice by every legitimate Christian way 
and means to cooperate with the other 
boards and agencies in the church in 
advancing human social welfare, and 
cooperate with the other denomination- 
al and interdenominational agencies of 
the same purpose.” 

This he asserted is what is now be- 
ing done by himself and others in the 


ehurch.

Bishop Cannon declined to say who

While Bishop Cannon did not an- 
nounce the names of those who could 
come, it was known that Bishop Mou- 
zon, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, now at Lake Junaluska, 
would likely be present and Bishop 
Dubose, of Nashville, in charge of 
missions of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, as well. 


DUBOSE CRITICISES 
CANDLER’S STATEMENT. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 17.—(/)— 
Declaring that neither he nor any

Rome, July 17.—(#)—The fascist 
government today prepared to do its 
part in honoring the character of one 
of its most persistent critics—Gio- 
vanni Giolitti, former premier—who 


died early this morning. 

“We salute Giovanni Giolitti as a 
just and most respectable incarnation 
of legal opposition to fascism,” said 
the labor newspaper, Lavoro D’ Italia, 
in its appreciation of the life and 
works of the old parliamentarian and 
statesman. This sentiment was echoed 
in various forms by other newspapers 
and in governmental circles where a 
sfecial remembrance was had of the 
courageous manner in which Gioletti 
wound up his parliamentary career by 
attacking the fascist electoral meas- 
ure. -Only one other member voted 
with Giolitti against that bill and no 
reply was made to his strictures. 

The funeral is to be held and burial 
is to be made in fhe family tomb at 
Cavour. The services are to start at 
4 p. m. Thursday. 

Although Giolitti himself Jhad  re- 
quested that only simple ceremonies be 
carried out, his eldest son, Frederico, 
has agreed with government officials 
that the occasion should be worthy of 
the name and fame of his famous 
father. 

Premier .. Mussolini commissioned 
the. prefect of Turin to convey his 
personal condolences to the Giolitti 
family. King Victor Emmanuel tele- 
graphed to Frederico Giolitti that he 
was “keenly saddened.”

It is very nearly entirely a mechani- 
cal process with Von Elm, and a 
process he is working on with great 
diligence and bringing to perfection. 
I believe Von Elm is playing more 
rounds of seventy and under than any 
other golfer. and that he is certain 
to become the best mechanical golfer 
in America, 

Vom Elm rarely smiles. He seems 
to approach every match as if he 
had a great mission, which consisted 
of hitting every stroke with mechani- 
cal perfection and turning in a lower 
score than any other player. 

This determined attitude of Von 
Elm, even in exhibition matches in 
which he have been opponents, has 
at times annoyed me. For I have

When I met Colonel Ayers in his 
office I found a man small, modest, 
and quiet of voice and manner, with 
a sensitive and finely chiseled face. 
Surrounded by books and magazines, 
he was willing .to share his opinions 
with anyone ealling. but careful in his 
statements.

New York, July 17.—Most stocks 
opened fractionally lower but recover- 


ed in the early trading with 637 re- 
porting member banks showing de- 
creases of 285,000,000 in loans and 
investments and $90,000,000 in bor- 
rowings from the federal reserve 
banks. There was a further recovery 
in stock .prices when call money 
opened at 6 per cent against yester- 
day’s 61-2 and then in the noon 
hour dropped to 5 1-2. Further re- 
duction in brokers’ loans is expected 
this .¢oming ‘Thursday. This also 
helped stock market sentiment. Be- 
sides further liquidation in the stock 
market the past week headway has 
been made in placing unsold new 
bonds which also figure in brokers’ 
loans. ; 
The supply of call money today ex- 
ceeded the demand. On easier call 
money some talk was heard to the 
effect that the stock market was 
oversold and due for a recovery. In 
usually well informed quarters, a re- 
covery of a few points is expected in 
the stock market. However, in such 
quarters the belief prevails that the 
lower rates for call money are due 
to inactivity in the stock market. For 
minutes at a time today the ticker 
stood still, whereas only a few weeks 
ago it was frequently as far as 50 
minutes behind the floor, one day 
running for an hour and three-quar- 
ters after the closing. Time.money 
is hard to get at the existing rate of 
6 per cent. .Commercial money re- 
mains firm at between 5 and 5 1-2 
per cent, according to names.

Reviewing the bond market Mackay 
and company, one of the oldest in- 
vestment houses in the street, points 
out that with syndicates bringing out 
new issues earlier in the year remov- 
ing restrictions on unsold bonds the 
price of these issues in some cases 
is now as much as 7 point below the 
offering price.

“The general rule has been that 
stock prices have risen during periods 
when 90-day money is lower than the 
yields on long-term high-grade bonds 
and fallen when loan rates are higher 
than bond yields. It does not seem 
at all probable they will decline ab- 
ruptly in the near future to the level 
of bond yields.” From which Ayers 
predicts that the price trend for 
stocks will be downward until there 
has been adjustment between bond 
yields and the earning pqwer of time 
money in the open money market. 

Loans made by member banks from 
the federal reserve banks usually run 
from 10 to 20 days. These loans 
made at 4 1-2 per cent are now ma- 
turing in the Chicago, New York, 
Richmond and Atlanta reserve banks 
now charging 5 per cent for redis- 
counting. Hence the higher redis- 
count rates are only now becoming ef- 
fective. 

In _ usnally well-informed quarters 
here it is no secret that the unusually 
long meeting of the directors of the 
federal reserve bank here last Thurs- 
day was because there was a dif- 
ference of opinion as to whether the 
rediscount rates should be advanced 
one-half per cent to five or a full one 
per cent to § 1-2. If the stock mar- 
ket should again become active in the 
near future with borrowings of mem- 
ber banks at the federal reserve again 
expanding, the feeling here is that the 
New York reserve bank would not 
hesitate to make a further advance in 
the rediscount rate, which in time 
would ‘make borrowing by member 
banks more costly and which in turn 
would make money higher for brokers 
and then brokers’ customers.

EMPLOYMENT BETTER, 
MS REPORT SHS 


Washington, July 17.—( United 
News.)—Labor conditions in June of 
this year were better than at any 
time during the last five years and* 
the summer and fall outlook for both 
employer and employee is “distinctly 
favorable,” Seeretary ef Laber Davis 
said in a statement today, based on 
reports from more than 11,000 man- 
ufacturing establishments in 54 in- 
dustries in all parts of the country. 
The report, compiled by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statisties, showed two 
major increases in the labor situation 
which are held to be significant by 
Davis, despite the claims of uwnem- 
ployment raised by the democrats this 
spring. 

The first is that employment in 
manufacturing was greater in June 
than in May—-when there is usually 
a slight drop because of the summer 
slackening of business—for the first 
time in five years. 

The second is that for the first 
time in six years payroll totals were 
greater in June than in May. 

“In other words,’ Davis said, “the 
usual early drop did not take place 
this year. Payroll totals advanced 
in the same proportion as employ- 
ment. The maintenance of the pres- 
ent payrolls means that the country 
has become converted to the idea that 
good wages mean prosperity.”
